Public  Health  Off leers, There  was  no  change  in  the  public  health  officers 

of  the  Council  during  the  year ,Mr. Jinks  remained 
as  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Laboratory  Facilities , During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Carmarthen, Swansea, 
Aberystwyth  and  Brecon,All  water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Cardiff 
Laboratory  and  any  investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease  was  also  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff, 
Milk  sampling  was  done  by  the  Cardiff  Lab oratory, whilst  the  Brecon 
War  Memorial  Hospital  made  use  of  the  Beck  Laboratory, Swans© a, The 
Cardiff  laboratory  was  used  for  the  examination  of  milk  for  the 
presence  of  tuberculosis. 

Nursing  and  Other  Facilities .The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  the  ambulance  and  home 
nursing  services, The  County  also  administer  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailment s, dental, 
eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals ,The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  Borough,for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital, There  is  also  the  St, David's  Hospital 
which  deals  with  cases  of  chronic  illness. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease 
remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years .Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat 
the  patients  from  the  Borough  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and 
these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr 
Borough  Council, These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 
For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox, arrangement s have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the 
Penrhys  Hospital, Rhondda, 

Disinfect ion. In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required  disinfection 
have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 

Section  5,  Sanitary  Circimistances , 

Water  Supply, Until  the  31st, March  1959, the  Borough  Council  were 

responsible  for  the  supply  of  water  in  their  district. 

After  this  date  the  Council  became  a constituent  member  of  the  new 
South  East  Breconshire  Water  Board  which  Is  now  responsible  for  the 
supply  of  water  in  the  Borough, 

Piped  Supply. All  the  houses  in  the  Borough,with  the  exception  of  16 
of  those  on  the  extreme  borders  have  a tapped  supply  to 
the  house. The  16  others  have  their  own  private  supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage , The  sewage  in  the  Borough  is  treated  by  downward 

filtration  and  the  effluent  finally  passes  into 
the  River  Usk.The  effluent  is  unsatisfactory  and  the  sewage  works  is 
unsuitable  for  the  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  sewage. 
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The  Council  have  appointed  Consulting  Engineers  who  have 
submitted  to  them  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
a scheme  for  relaying  of  certain  lengths  of  sewers  and  the  construction 
of  a new  sewage  disposal  works. The  Ministry  have  required  before 
approving  the  scheme, an  investigation  into  the  amount  of  surface  water 
infiltration  into  the  sewers. The  Consulting  Engineers  have  prepared 
a scheme  for  this  investigation  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Council 
and  the  Ministry  and  works  on  the  scheme  are  being  carried  out.

Method  of  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

1. The  Borough  Council  require  users  of  the  slaughterhouse  to  inform 
them  where  meat  is  disposed. Meat  is  stained  with  a green  vegetable 
dye  and  disposed  of  to  a processing  firm  or  by  burying  in  tip. 

2,  Condemned  tins  etc.  are  disposed  of  by  burying  in  the  Council  tip. 

Section  6.  Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Disease,.

Of  the  nine  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning, seven  occurred  in  Christ 
College .During  the  investigation  it  became  evident  that  two  oi  tho 
food  preparation  staff  were  affected  and  this, possibly, was  the  cause 
of  the  infection  among  the  boys. These  two  women  were  put  off  work  untij. 
proved  free  from  inf ection.The  other  two  notified  cases  wore  isolated 
ones, apparently  no  connection  with  the  Christ  College  cases,  he 
organism  involved  was  Salmonelle  Typhi  murium  and  the  actual  cause  oi 
the  infection  was  never  ascertained. 

The  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  a woman  who  had  been  admitted 
to  Hospital  as  a suspected  cerebral  tumour  but  the  diagnosis  of 
poliomyelitis  was  made.  Complete  recovery  was  made. 

No  deaths  occurred  as  a result  of  notifiable  infectious  disease.

Diphtheria  Immunisat ion. As  a result  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

1946, the  County  Council  were  responsible  for 
the  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the 
district  will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  incidence  of  diphtheria  continues 
to  fall. The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign  however, remains  the 
same : to  secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than  75/j  of  babies  before 
their  first  birthday.lt  must  be  remembered  that  diphtheria  still  kills 
and  that  elimination  of  the  disease  is  conditional  upon  an  adequate 
level  of  immunisation  being  maintained, If  parents  leave  their  children 
unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks,
